sisted upon the ignorance and in­ 
competence of the parent. 
N atu r­ 
ally. most mothers are not experts 
in the education of their children, 
not having bern trained at T each­ 
e rs’ College, Columbia University, 
which Is the center of expertness. 
Some 
years 
ago, a 
movement 
was started to Increase the con­ 
tact of parents and teachers. As­ 
sociations 
were o r g a n i z e d 
In 
schools and meetings 
have been 
held at stated periods. Obviously, 
the experts, namely, the teachers 
and educational adm inistrators, do- 
m ost of the talking, because they 
are experts. Most parents are busy 
maintaining 
a 
family, 
keeping 
house and few have read all the 
books on how to rear children and 
what to do about education. There- 
fore, they cannot talk back when 
the expert explaftis that this new 
method of teaching spelling does 
not teach the child to spell but 
will m ake the child more fit to live 
In one world or something. 


N E V E R T H E L E S S , u n d e r our 
system of life, the child remains 
the responsibility of the parent. 
T eachers, psychologists, p e d ia tric ­ 
ians have their place, hut they do 
not replace the parent. 
Nor has 
the parent transferred to the state 
or to a hoard of education the m or­ 
al obligation of child-raising. While 
the sta te has the legal authority 
to Insist upon compulsory school j 
attendance, it has no right to d e -:
